- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner called Mr. Freedman to advise him the appeal brief was 
unsigned. Normally a written notice of non-compliance would be mailed, but because that would cause the applicant to 
pay for an additional month extension of time fee, examiner called and suggested faxing in a signed and dated last 
page of the appeal brief. Examiner provided her rightfax number to fax in the signed sheet, which she would forward to 
official fax to ensure expedited handling. 

Mr. Freedman stated his file copy was signed and suggested that one of the three copies submitted must have been 
signed, further stating that only one copy was required to be signed. Examiner restated that the copy she had, with an 
original signed cover letter and date stamp, was unsigned. The case was with SPE, Mr. Tony Knight. Mr. Freedman 
asked examiner to check all 3 copies to see if one was signed, and examiner agreed to check. 

Examiner checked with SPE Mr. Knight, and all 3 coped filed by Mr. Freedman were undated and unsigned. SPE Mr. 
Knight called Mr. Freedman, identified himself, and confirmed that the copies were all unsigned and that a signed copy 
and 2 month extension of time fee should be submitted. Mr. Knight provided the official fax number to Mr. Freedman. 

Mr. Freedman called examiner back to say he had not written down the SPE's name to whom he spoke and requested 
the name and phone number, which examiner provided. Mr. Freedman stated that he could not find regulation 
requiring the appeal brief to be signed and asked examiner for the legal justification for the requirement. Examiner 
stated she did not know it offhand, but felt sure it was in the MPEP, or he could file a written request for the citation of 
the requirement. Mr. Freedman asked if examiner had received fax, and examiner stated that the official fax was in a 
different area and she would not be the one to receive it or have any way of knowing if it were received until it was 
matched with and entered into the case.
